ATTEMPTED TO PUT TO SEA. 

LaTER—Meager advices received here re- 
garding the hurricane which devastated 
Samoa and wrecked a number of German and 
American warships, says the storm swept the 
Islands on the 17th ult. All the warships at- 
tempted to putto sea, but only the English 
steamer Calliope succeeded in getting out. 
Merchant vessels suffered severely. The bark, 
Peter Godeffrey, one other bark and seven 
coasters were wrecked aud four persons 
drowned.

She was bark-rigged, 186 feet long, 35 feet 
proad, drew 14.3 feet, displaced 1,875 tons, 
and was a slow vessel as things now go, being 
set down as a little over ten knots in speed. 

She sailed fromthe United States with 180 
officers and men aboard, making the total 
strength of the American fleet at Samoa 800 
men, or nearly double the * ot the 
German forces. The Olga nad men, the 
Adier 128 men, and the little Eber 87 men, yor 
with one-half of the number of the America 
forces these unfortunate vessels appear to 
have lost more than twice as many men. 
Some naval officers think this an indication 
that the American vessels had greater struc- 
tural strength than the German ships, or that 
superior seamanship was shown. 

THE YEARLY HURRICANE SEASON, 

Capt. Richerd W. Meade the United States 
naval officer who commanded the Narragan- 
sett in Samoan waters in 1872, and now com- 
mandant ofthe Washington viet Yard, said: 

‘*The harbor of Apia, in Apolu, is a coral 
reef harbor with an entrance about 1,500 yards 
wide and open to the north. Itis not large, 
and the anchorage ground is limited. During 
the yearly hurricane season, which last 
through December, January, February, March 
and April, it is considered rather a risk to re- 
main in Apia, while Pago-Pago, in the neigh- 
boring sisnd of Tutila, is ect- 
ly safe, being land-locked and otberwise shel- 
tered. Hurricanes are, however, not, very 
frequent atthe Samoan Islands, A they 
occur frequently at the Tonga roup. 
They generally sweep up 
the belt of ocean between 
and the Samoan Groups. In April, 1 
and in Janusry, 1870, the islands were visited 
by terrific hurricanes, which destroyed the 
cocoanut, banana and bread fruit crops, re- 
ducing the natives to the ver of 
starvation for several weeks. ese 
hurricanes are often accompanied dy earth- 
quakes, anc the conjunction of the two 

WORK TERRIBLE JNJURY. 
On the 26th of March, 1883, all vessels in Apia 
harbor, except one small schooner, were 
driven out to sea and lost. This was attributed 
atthetimetoa series of heavy tidal waves 
caused by an earthquake. Considerable damage 
was done cn shore also. On the whole, 
the climate of the Samoan Isiands, though 
variabie, is very pleasant, bad weather only 
occurring during the winter months. At 
this time there are 8 and heavy rains, at- 
tended sometimes by high winds and northerly 
gales. Ordinarily the winds are light and 
variable, with frequent and sudden squalls. 
For the rest of the year the 
weather is very fine, and from May 
to November, the trade wind blows steadily 
from the southeast. Except Capt. Mullan of 
the Nipsic it is not known that any of the 
American commanders have ever had any ex- 
perience in those islands, or know the risks of 
an 3 to ride out a hurricane inside the 
reef.

D. P. Grier, when .asked how the Grand 
Army men felt about Col. Butler's remarks 
last evening, said: ‘‘I did not hear and have 
not read his speech, and it may be that what 
he did say has not been reported correctly. 
I, Nr: know of no opposition having been 
made by the Grand Army to Col, Butler going 
to Washington with the Committee of One 
Hundred to invite the President to St. Louis, 
and I have never heardof him having in- 
curred the displeasure of any of his comrades 
by so doing. The proof that his going did not 
occasion any hard feelings is that he was se- 
lected two months afterwards Commander of 
Ransom Post, one of the largest G. A. R. Posts 
in St. Louis. 

Other members ot the G. A. R. said that it

But the Mexicans Are Willing to Take Our 
Hogs and Use Them. 


A dispatch was received ln this city to-day 
from EI Paso, Tex., stating that the mexican 
Government had ordered the non-sale of 
American lardin the Mexican Republic. It 
was stated thatthe Baord of Heaith had de- 
cided thatthe lard was adulterated and unfit 
for use, but itis also said the real reason for 
the action of the Government lies in the exist- 


ence of the heavy tariff im dy tne 
United States on Mexican impofts into this 
country. A reporter for t Post - DISPATCH 
saw Mr. Michael McEnnis -day and asked 
him what he thought of this move on the part 
ofthe Mexicans with reference to American 
lard. He said: I do not think it amounts to 
much. The fact ot tne matter is that we do 
not furnish much lard to Mexico. Our trafiic 
with that country used to de quite 
large, but of late the business has fallen 
off considerably. The Mexicans are very 
heavy buyers of American 3 which are 
shipped into the republic by the thousands. 
They are enterprising people and have learned 
the art of lard-making. Isupposethey have 
decided to make lard themselves, but we 
don’t care, so long as they make it from our 
hogs. 

: A nother thing, said Mr. MeEnnia, ‘‘I’ve 
no doubt that they have struck some of our 
American compounds known as lard and it 
has made them sick.’’

Interests—Recent Conferences 

Under Cover in New York—Parties to 
the Deal Pledged to Silence.

New York, March 30.—Jay Gould is credited 
with making material progress yesterday in 
what is believed to be the greatest railroad 
deal he has ever attempted. Some reports in- 
sist that he has more than progressed—that he 
has practicaliy accomplished the object to- 
ward which he has been bending his every 
energy for two years or more. That object is 
the control of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Railroad Co. The Atchison system, with 
its 7,500 miles of operated railroad, is 
recognized as one of the chief of 
Jay Gould’s woes. Its competition in South- 
western territory with the Gould Missouri 
Pacific system has been powerful enough to 
me@ace the Missouri Pacific with speedy bank- 
ruptcy. Mr. Gould a year ago had become 80 
much agitated on this score that he issued 
proclamations of war in Wall street against 
bis ageressive rival. He was unhesitating in 
advising friends to sell Atchison stock 
**short.’’ 

It's selling for twice as much as it will 
bring a year hence, he said, while Wall 
street marveled at the outspoken way of 
him, tor much of the Gould greatness has 
come from Gould silence and Gould mystery. 

Jay Gould kept his word. Those speculators 
who acted on bie Atchison tip got an early op- 
portunity to reap big profits. A year ago the 
capital stock of the Atchison company was 
selling in the market at $90,000,000. It bas 
Gwindied since to $30,000,000.

AMERICAN TIN AND BEER, 


Samuel Untermeyer Manages to Interest a 
Large Amount of English Capital. 


NV Telegraph tothe PosT-Disratcn. 

NEw York, March 80.—Samuel Untermeyer 
returned yesterday on the Trave from Eu- 
giand, where he has been for the past two 
months engaged in floating tin and beer upon 
the English investment market. He reports 
that Lord Thurlow, Wm. Garnett, the mill 
owner; Edward 8. Baring Gould of the Kim- 
berjy diamond mines, and others have gone 


into the Harnly Tin Co. to the extent of 
$2,000,000 for a working vapital, and on 
the train to Southampton, on his 
way home, Mr. Untermeyer signed a 
contract for $2,000,000 more of the stock to be 
taken by other English capitalists. The total 
stock of the company is $15 000,000, and Mr. 
r tp a pe and the other Americans retain 
$11,000,000 of it in addition to the last $2,000,000 
of English cash which they will divide. The 
Harnly Co. mines are in Dakota and are the 
first and only tin mines yet developed in this 
country. When the first attempt was made 
to float the stock abroad the Cornish mine 
owners cried ‘‘swindle,’’ and English news- 
papers joined in. The American promoters 
thereupon had printedand sent all through 
Dakota the articles from English papers rm 
nouncing the mines as fraudulent, and upon 
the strength of this bearing of the market 
they succeeded in buying large amounts of 
mine property in addition to what they had 
already owned, so that they now own prac- 
tically the whole tin bearing region. ean. 
while they had English experts come over and 
sample the mines. Upon the report of the 
experts they promptly increased the com- 
any’s stock from $10,000, 000 to 
000, 000 and that capitalization 
took in the 4, 000, 000 of English cash. Mr. 
Untemtyer says that a tariff on bar tin will be 
necessary to the development of the industry, 
and that if it had not been for the confidence 
in the American system of protection it would 
have been impossible to induce English capi- 
talists to invest in the mines. 

Mr. Untermeyer also managed the floating of 
the stock of the New York Breweries Co. and 
Frank Jones Brewing Co. in England. There 
is a third deal consummated, he says, but he 
is not at liberty to give the details yet.

In about two minutes a terrific explosion took 
place which completely demolished the ceil- 
ing and window-gilass and biew the furniture 
to pieces. No one was injured, which was 
wonderful, The d e was terrible. The 
occupants of the house immediately took 
refuge with Sheriff White, near by. Every- 
thing goes to prove that a dynamite bomb was 
thrown the cellar window, exploding almost 
immediately.
